GRANITE CITY — Funeral Director Robert 
Thomas filed separate $3 million libel suits Friday 
against funeral directors Randall Irwin and Loren 
Davis. - 

Thomas, of Thomas Mortuaries Ltd., claims in 
the suit against Irwin that Irwin, of Irwin Chapel, 
libeled Thomas in a Belleville News-Democrat 
article Jan. 22 concerning the suspension of Thom- 
as’ funeral director license by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Professional Regulation. 

In the suit against Davis, Thomas claims Davis, 
of Davis Funeral-Home,’fibeled him in a comment 
in a Press-Record article Thursday on the suspen- 


sion. Both suits were filed in Madison County Cir- 
cuit Court. and each asks for~$3 million in dam- 
ages. 

Contacted Friday, both Davis and Irwin declined 
to comment on the suits. Both said they had not 
7 seen details of the lawsuits. 

DOPR Director Keith K. Wright. suspended 
Thomas’ funeral director and embalming licenses 
Jan: 8 and-fined Thomas $6,000 after refusing to 
order.a new hearing on a Sept. 12 decision by the 
DOPR Funeral Directors and Embaimers Licens- 
ing and Disciplinary Board. 

That board, after a hearing Oct. 31, 1989, found 
Thomas guilty of one count of allowing an unli- 
tensed employee, Edward Besserman,- to sign a 
funeral contract; one count of allowing an unli-

censed person to sign a death certificate; and six 
counts of having unlicensed persons, Besserman, 
Robert Lee and Robert Morgan Sr., remove bod- 
ies. All of the incidents, which took place between 
1986-and 1988, were judged to be violations of the 
Mllinois: Revised Statutes then in effect. 

Thomas’, attorney, Leon Scroggins of Granite 
City, said a request for judicial review of the 
DOPR ‘decision had also been filed Friday in cir~ 
cuit court. Scroggins said he believes that action. 
places the suspension and fine on hold pending the 
court hearing. 

In the Irwin suit, Thomas claims Irwih made the 
“false and untrue’’ statement that the DOPR 
action was based on consumer complaints and that

Jan. 25 was “Nurse Recruitment Day” in Ilinois, calling 
attention te the need for nurses in the state. The Hlinois Hospital 
Association says the shortage is: serious. = 

The U.S. Department of Fealth and Human Services has 
predicted a 33 percent shortage nationally by the year 2010. 
Between 1986 and 1988 there was a 1 percent decline in the 
number of nurses licensed in Illinois. 

Many of the nurses currently working hold more than one jobi in. 
nursing, working more than full-time to meet the demands of 
Illinois hospitals. Hospitals show a registered hurse vacancy rate 
of 9.5 percent — a need for 5,582 more staff nurses to.care for 
acutely ill patients. 

“Nurses: Who Cares?,’’ a three-year program sponsored by 
the THA, is aimed at alleviating the shortage by addressing 
recruitment, retention of, and demand for, nurses.

Donning the mask a real gas

Im the beginning, it’s like lis- 
tening to Darth Vader. inhaling 
and exhaling. 

Conversation, while not diffi- 
cult, sounds muffled, coming 
from far away. Only it’s coming 
from inside, ioxoogh plastic and 
charcoal filters, before it gets 
outside for anybody to hear. 

I thought it was time to find 
out how gas masks operate, and 
how troops in. the Persian’ Gulf 
are trained to respond in case 
Saddam Ssein*uses chemical 
warfare Against them. So Jour- 
nal photographer T.L. Witt and I 
went to Seott Air Force Base 
Friday morning for a quick les- 
son in wartime preparedness 

Tom Milburn, chief of disaster 
preparedness at the base, gives 
all military personnel who could 
possibly be deployed an eight- 
hour ‘course on chemical warfare 
defense

We took the short course and 
paid close attenti8n when he 
demonstrated how to put the gas 
mask on properly. 

Then we went inta the confi- 
dence chamber, a one-room

building where troops go at the 
end of their training to test their 
knowledge and skills with the 
gas mask and chemicals. They 
use mainly doses of tear gas. 

“The chamber builds confi- 
dence in the troops that their 

uipment works,”’ Milburn said, 
oading: that he expects troops to 
get the masks on in nine seconds 
after their eight-hour training 
session. 

“We take them into the -confi- 
dence chamber, and they have 
to give us their name, rank, seri- 
al number, maybe where they 
work on the base before they are 
told to put on the masks,” Mil- 
burn said. 

We went into the chamber 
with the masks on, which seems 
like we were cheating. To make 
up for it, I took the mask off 
before I left the chamber, 

‘And Milburn used a tear gas 
capsule instead of the canister of 
tear gas used for the troops. 

It produced the same effect 
but on a smaller scale. It was 
like someone Was blowing a 
handful of pepper into your face 
at close range. 

I wasn’t sure what it smelled 
like, but I began. to. cough, 
unconvinced that it smelled like 
anything.
